He insists that people 
get the appetite, the habit, the taste 
for meat, Just as they get into the 
habit of drinking wine, and there can 
be little doubt th at he is right. Many 
people who give up the use of meat 
have a craving for something, which 
they think m eat wdll satisfy. 
But it 
is not tho m eat they want after all! 
it is the fat that goes with the meat. 
If these persons will take pains to 
eat a little more fat they will find 
that the craving disappears. 
Many 
people in giving up the use of meat 
make the m istake of not taking fat 
enough. 
Some persons discard meat 
w ho are in the habit of eating butter. 
A great many others eat meat and 
bread, but do not take butter with 
the bread, perhaps, generally because 
there is a considerable amount of fat 
with the meat. 
A person giving up 
m eat should take more fat.—Los An­ 
geles Herald.

A very profitaole industry in Chosen 
on a new line has been suggested by 
the authorities of the fishery section 
of the government-general. 
It is the 
fishing 
for jellyfish, 
so 
abundantly 
found in the seas of W est Chosen. 
W hile the sea offers much obstruc­ 
tion to the fishing industry in general, 
as its presence in large numbers often 
m anes the use of nets impossible and 
som etim es com pels fishermen to aban­ 
don their work, the fish itself will

to China for cooking purposes.

Walata—Ounlata,

ous even than

Timbuctu, its 
distant neighbor. 
In the tenth century Walata was a 
great city, the center of civilization, 
from which the religion

Up to the twelfth century it was the 
prosperous capital of the kingdom of 
Dana, the market to which came all

Stockholm, Sweden, 
Nov. 9.—The 
Swedish rifle clubs, iii 
response to 
the American invitation to send a 
team of marksmen to 
the 
United 
States, are making efforts to organ­ 
ize the strongest possible combina­ 
tion of riflemen to participate in the 
tour. 
Swedish riflemen proved the clos­ 
est rivals of the Americans in the 
shooting contests 
at 
the Olympic 
games, where they led all other na­ 
tions. They know' each other’s cali­ 
ber and Captain 
P. H. Hedenbald, 
president of the Swedish division of 
the InternationaJ Rifle union, is of 
the opinion that some keen contests 
may therefore he expected. 


Berlin. Nor. 9.—Emperor William’s 
pride in his French ancestry was 
again shown by bis unveiling a sec­ 
ond monument to Admiral Coligny at 
WilheTmshaven. 
The admiral was 
one of the emperor’s forbears who 
was famous us a French Protestant 
military leader and was slain in the 
St. Bartholomew’s massacre. 
The emperor has in this way dis­ 
pleased some of his ultra-patriotic 
subjects and by his speech dedicating 
the monument he has called down 
upon himself as well, sharp criticism 
from Catholics, who object not only 
to his glorification of the Protestant 
leader as “ i hero not only of war 
but of faith, * Dirt to his being held up 
as a model for the German navy. 
The Wllhelmahaven monument rep­ 
resents Coligny at the most critical 
moment of the Spanish siege of St. 
Quentin in Fiance. 
In his speech 
the emperor described the incident as 
follows: 
“A breach had already been made 
through the main wrall of the fort­ 
ress. 
The commander of the besieg­ 
ing army call d on Coligny to capitu­ 
late. This demand was fastened to a 
spear and thrown across the moat. 
Coligny wrote a brief refusal, con­ 
cluding with the words, ‘We have a 
king.’ and hurled the spear bacr. with 
this message. Thereupon the fortress 
was stormed, but the attack was bril­ 
liantly repulsed.” 
In concluding his speech the em­ 
peror said. 
‘‘My comrades of the 
navy, we men of war will take Ad­ 
miral Coligny as our example. Temp­ 
tation meets us in every situation, in 
every class, in every age. 
If at such 
times we have the courage to fight 
like Coligny when he wrote, ‘We have 
a king.’ then we shall stand the test. 
So I hope 'his monument will en­ 
courage and strengthen each of you 
who pass by it, young and old, on your 
journey through life, that y rn will 
think about p-eserving, both inwardly 
and outwardly, fidelity to your king, 
and that you eau only be willing to 
do this when you preserve your fidel­ 
ity to your heavenly king.”

The poor and scanty German wine 
crop this year has caused lamenta­ 
tions among the vinters. 
The great amount of rain in Au- 
1 gust and September, with the prevail­ 
ing cool, cloudy weather, prevented 
tho grapes from assimilating the nat­ 
ural sugar, which result depends upon 
abundant sunny weather. 
To make 
matters still worse heavy fronts fell 
in most parts of the wine districts in 
the first week 
in 
October, 
which 
ruined the vintage entirely in large 
areas and in all prematurely killed 
the leaves and greatly damaged the 
grapes. 
Most gloomy reports from 
the wine districts appear in the trade 
papers, according to which the vint­ 
age will be one of the poorest ever 
known. 
I^ast year’s vintage leached 
the unusual value of about $11,000,000 
or more than double that of 1910, but 
the value of this year’s product will 
probably fall below 
that 
of 
1909, 
which was valued at less than $1,- 
000,000. 
The vinters now' complain that the 
wine law' passed in 1909 makes their 
position this year much worse than 
ever before 
It 
contains 
stringent 
provisions controlling 
the 
improve­ 
ment of wines by sweetening them. 
Where sweetening is allowed at all. 
it restricts the use of sugar water to 
one-fifth of the original volume of 
the wine ani tfce new product must 
be treated prim* to December 5. From 
all sections in the wine districts the 
voters have been taking action look­ 
ing toward a modification of these 
provisions, 
asserting 
that 
without 
additional suear, this year’s wine will 
be quite unmarketable, and the Prus­ 
sian 
minister 
of 
agriculture 
bas 
promised on his part to do everything 
possible to meet their wishes. 
In 
Wurttemberg, howrever, the govern­ 
ment seems unwilling to take any 
action.

A further careful examina­ 
tion of the records of these 38,477 
houses clearly 
established 
that in 
Paris tuberculosis is 
localized, that 
is, concentrated on 
certain points, 
always the same, 
and 
outside 
of 
which its 
ravages 
do 
not 
exceed 
those of any other disease. 
From this the vital importance of 
Hie non-sanitary dwelling as a fac­ 
tor in the spread of tuberculosis is 
clearly demonstrated. 
The intervention 
of 
the 
health 
authorities is brought about in two 
ways: By ihe denunciation of one of 
the tenants of an unsanitary dwell­ 
ing, or by the fact that the mortali­ 
ty from contagious diseases in 
the 
house assumes excessive proportions 
In either case the building is visited 
by inspectors who make a detailed 
report, as a result of which the land­ 
lord is ordered to carry out the re 
pairs or alterations 
deemed neces­ 
sary, oven to the partial reconstruc­ 
tion of the building. Thus, in 1905, 
270 houses, giving shelter 
to some 
26,000 persons, were visited* and 2,- 
600 rooms without light or air were 
found, as a result of which numer­ 
ous alterations, structural or other- 
wise, were enforced 
on 
the land-* 
lords.

The United States will preLabL* 
possess the c Idest painting on can­ 
vas in the world in a short time. 
The picture, which was discovered 
by Robert de Rustafjaell, of Luxor 
Egypt, is about 3,500 yoars old and 
it is executed in wonderfully bright 
colors on well preserved cloth. 
It 
belongs to a period when art in Egypt 
had reached its zenith and the figures 
in it are not nearly so stiff as the 
usual rock paintings ornamenting the 
interior of Egyptian tombs. 
Rustafjaell is associated with an 
English company engaged in agricul­ 
ture in Upper Egypt, and all of his 
spare time is devoted to archaeology 
Besides the painting, he has uncov­ 
ered some valuable papyri and the 
largest collection ever made of Egyp­ 
tian flint instruments.

fered the finder a large sum for the 
work, but at that time he was de­ 
termined to keep it for his own col 
lection and refused to part with it.
